One  of  the  greatest  honors  a high  school  student  can  receive  is  election  to  the  Na- 
tional Honor  Society.  According  to  the  national  office,  a student  must  have  at  least  a 
“B”  average  in  order  to  be  eligible.  In  the  Charles  Evans  chapter  at  C.C.H.S.,  a student 
may  first  become  eligible  during  the  second  semester  of  his  junior  year.  Eligibility  for 
induction  is  based  on  scholarship,  character,  leadership,  and  service.  After  totaling  the 
service  points  of  all  students  scholastically  eligible,  each  teacher  rates  those  students 
whom  he  knows  as  to  character  and  leadership  on  a scale  of  1-10.  After  totaling  and 
averaging  the  points  of  all  four  categories,  those  students  whose  points  meet  the  pre- 
determined quoitent  are  inducted  into  National  Honor  Society.
